DEAF MUTE FOUND 
GUILTY OF MURDER 
GEIS TEN YEARS 


Killed His Brother-in-Law and 
Had to Plead Through 
Woman’s Nimble Fingers. 





SHE ADMINISTERED OATH

Guilty of murder in the second degree, 
as charged in tne indictment, was the 
verdict of the jury in the of 
Thomas Meehan, deaf mute, who killed 
his brother-in-law, Frank McGuire. His

sealed Wednesday night, was read at 
the opening of Judge McQuillin’s court 
Thursday morning. 

Miss Pearl W. Herdman, teacher at 
the Gallaudet School for Deaf Mutes. 
who had acted as interpreter for Mee- 
han during tae trial, was not in court 
when the verdict was read. Meehan’s 
attorney, James O’Brien, wrote on a 
piece of paper: ‘‘Ten years in prison.” 
Meehan’s eyes widened, his lips parted 
and he threw up one of. his hands in a 
gesture of mingled surprise and pro- 
testation. 

As he was being taken back to jail, 
as he passed his sister, Mrs. McGuire 
who was holding her baby on her lap, 
he stooped and kissed the child. As 
the jail door closed behind him he ut- 
tered a shrill cry. 

Plea Was Self-Defense. 

Meehan killed McGuire the night of 
March 23 at 2308 Biddle street in a fam- 
ily quarrel. His plea of self-defense 
was upheld by his wife and mother. On 
account of his limited knowledge of the 
sign Ignguage he was permitted to write 
his statement of the killing. He wrote 
as follows: 

The following happened on the sec- 
ond floor, ‘rear, of 2308 Biddle street, 
where I was boarding with my 
brother, Frank Meehan, at 7:30, or 
thereabouts, Thursday, March 23: I 
came out of my room after Mrs. 
Frank Meehan woke me up, and see- 
ing Mrs. Frank Meehan, Mrs. Liz- 
zie McGuire and Frank McGuire 
fighting my brother Frank’on ‘the 
porch, separated them. 

Just as soon as I had them. sep- 
arated Frank McGuire hit me and 
jumped on my brother Frank again. 
Thinking they were killing my broth- 
er, I jumped-on Frank McGuire and 
pulled him away a second time. He 
then started beating me and I 
stabbed him to save our lives. I 
used the little blade of the knife, 
which was a pocket knife about two 
inches in length. The longest blade 
was about two inches longer. The 
other one about one inch longer. 

Frank McGuire had always been 
on good terms before this time. I 
was arrested at Twenty-fourth and 
Carr streets, -at my cousin, Mat No- 
lan’s; house. 

‘Before Meehan’s trial began I had 
a chat with him for the purpose of get- 
ting acquainted with his signs,’’ said 
Miss Herdman. “I found him excep- 
tionally dull. He has no expression ant 
that, you know, is the most importafit 
element of the sign language. When 
two deaf mutes get into a conversation 
they watch each other’s hands only un- 
til the subject has been described. After 
that tney follow expressions almost en- 
tirely. 

‘He explained to me with gestures 
that he had stabbed his brother-in-law 
after the latter had attacked him. I 
was able to glean from his signs that 
he claimed self-defense, but owing to 
his inability to thoroughly express him- 
self in the sign language, I was unable 
to get the details of the murder. 

“IT have understood the sign language 
for 15 years. I picked it up at an early 
age because my sister was deaf, and 
T always used signs to make her under- 
stand*me. Later I took a full course in 
the study, and now I have been teach- 
ing for severat years. 

After Miss. Herdman had explained 
to Assistant Circuit Attorney Shaner 
that Meehan was not brilliant, it was 
agreed to permit the defendant to write 
cut his own story of the murder. The 
oath was then administered through the 
juierpreter. 

Mises Herdmann elevated her right 
hand and with a movement of her large 
brown eyes induced Meehan to follow 
her example. 

“Deo you solemnly swear that -the tes- 
timory yougare about to give shall be 
the truth?” began Clerk McChesney. 

Miss Hermann drew the attention of 
Meenan and then, like a finished ac- 
tress, went through gestures that could 
have been read Dy most anyone.

ATTORNEY FIGHTS 
MOTHERIN-LAW IN 
DIVORCE AFTION 


Husband of Mrs. Pickles’ Daugh- 
ter, Whom She Repudiates, 
Represents Defendant. 
TESTIMONY IS _ BITTER 
Witness Tells Lawyer Selleck 
What She Thinks of Him 
as He Questions Her. 





Mrs. Josephine V. Pickdes of 4539 Cook 
avenue and her son-in-law, Attorney E. 
V. Selleck, clash frequently in Judge 


Muench’s Court at the trial of her di- 
vorce suit against Charles K. Pickles. 
Selleck represents his father-in-law, 
who is resisting the suit. 
' The fast that Mrs. Pickles is the 
mother-in-law of her husband’s attor- 
ney did not spare her from a severe 
cross-examination. She answered the 
attorney’s questions vehemently, and 
did not lose an opportunity to interject 
her opinion of him. Several times Sel- 
leck appealed to the Court asking that 
the witness be warned against volun- 
teering immaterial statements. 
Repudiates Daughter. 

The Pickles case was set for trial a 
month ago, but was continued to May

he read in the newspapers that Mrs.

“He left me a heavy mortgage on our 
home and about five years unpaid 
taxes.”’ 

“Did anyone ever offer to give you 
$6000 for that home?’’ 

“A certain gentleman” (alluding to 
Selleck) ‘‘made such offer, but wanted 
to pay it In installments of $25 a month, 
with no interest on deferred payments, 
and I refused to sell it to you.”

Ammunition 
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consisted of 650 men and that he sur- 
tendered 450 in the barracks. Of the 
remaining 200, not more than half were 
killed or wounded, but they deserted 
when opportunity presented. For this 
reason, it was explailed, Navarro was 
compelled to hold his men in compact 
bodies. Flanking movements were in- 
advisable. If Navarro: could have de- 
pended on all his men, sorties might 
have been made to the river and water 
brought to supply the immediate needs 
of his garrison.’’ 

In the office of the barracks of Juarez 
from its gold frame the stern-faced por- 
trait of Porfirio Diaz looked down on 
the diminutive, soft-voiced leader of the 
revolution spoke to the surrendered of- 
ficers of the Federal garrison. 

“My countrymen,” said Gen. Madero, 
hat in hand, smiling and deferential, 
‘vou have made a good fight against 
great odds. I know that you have re- 
sisted the cause you believed it your 
duty to fight, but you have fought for 
a lost cause. Justice has been on our 
side, and with us have been the for- 
tunes of war. You need not, however, 
entertain any fears. We shall treat you 
with every consideration, and in a few 
days we hope that you may return to 
your homes and enjoy with us the fruits 
of a war for justice and litewtv.”’ 

Then Madero talked personally with 
the men he knew, inquired for others, 
commended them on reports of their 
individual bravery, and shook hands 
cordially with nearly every one of the 
prisoners. Turning next to Gen. Juan 
J. Navarro, the Federal commander, 
Madero escorted him with a small guard 
to the ‘“‘jefetura,’’ or headquarters of 
the military chief of the city, where the 
insurrecto “Provisional. President,’’ es- 
tablishing himself for the night. 
Surrender After 32 Hours’ Fighting. 

The rormal surrender of Navarro and 
all his men—the 450 who were not killed 
or wounded or who did not desert—was 
made, 1:30 o'clock, after 52 hours of 
almost continuous fighting. 

The killed and wounded in the two 
days’ battle will not exceed 200. Cf this 
number the dead probably do not total 
more than fifty, abotit equally divided 
between Federals and insurrectos. A 
considerable proportion of the wounded 
were noncombatants, resident in Juarez. 
While Gen. Navarro was making his 
last stand in the barracks, where he 
had retreated from his headugqariers at 
the bull ring, and having een forced 
to abandon the fortified mission 
church of Guadalupe, at 11 4. 
m. the Post-Dispatch correspon- 
dent inspected from end to end 
the section of the city around the 
American consulate, where the battle 
had been fiercest for 36 hours. 

The wounded had been removed in 
the night by volunteers from El Paso, 
but there had been no attempt to car- 
ry away the dead. In a radius of 
five blocks around the American con- 
sulate, which is midway between the 
bull ring and the cowboy park, where 
Navarro at one time made his stand, 
there were seven dead Federals in the 
streets. In this district the insurrecto 
losses had been one or two, 

and yet on every hand was evidence 
of terrific conilict. Battered ruins of 
adobe houses were still smoldering. Be- 
hind one of the street barricades with- 
in a haif block of the American con- 
sulate, the ground was literally cov- 
ered with exploded rifie shells. and 
across the street, where insurrectos had 
taken position, thick adobe walls had 
been broken ‘by — two-inch ‘explosive 
shells, which were scattered all about.

His sayings had been published 
in local papers and Orozco and 
Villa, the most impetuous of the 
insurrecto chiefs, were stung by 
his aspersions. All the insurrec- 
to army was eager to avenge itself 
on Tamborel. 

Americans who witnessed his 
death told the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent that Tamborel, slightly 
wounded, was taken prisoner last 

_ night in the fighting in the central 
section of the city. In turn he was 
taunted and reviled, and finally his 
hands were tied behind his back 
‘and he was told to run for his life. 

There is disagreement over this 
version of the story, but as he lay 
dead in his. abandoned headquar- 
ters ‘todgy marks about his wrists 
were plainly visible. The Ameri- 
cans say that Tamborel started to 
run, and was shot by several of 
his captors.

Col. Garibaldi, commanding the Amer- 
iean legion, the attacking forces, inter- 
cepted this note, opened and replied in 
u brief message, demanding Navarro’s 
unconditional surrender. To this Na- 
varro replied: “I wish to speak to you, 
or to Senor Madero or to any person 
only authorized to deal with me.” 

With the sending of tnis note Navarro 
ran up,a@ white flag and suspended 
firtng. 

The gray-haired General stood in the 
doorway of the barracks and received 
Col. Garibaldi. Raoul Madero, a young- 
er brother of the rebel leader, dashed 
forward with his gun pointed at Na- 
varro, ready to shoot if Garibaldi were 
hit. Federals and insurrectos alike, 
however, withheld their fire while the 
surrender was being arranged. The 
fighting soon ceased and attention was 
directed to the dead and wounded. 

The’ Federals in their humiliation tore 
off their visor caps and uniforms and 
under guard of the rebels walked de- 
jectedly in their underclothing down the 
street to the corral.

CINCINNATI, May 11.—Declaring that

. They Had Signals. 

Mrs. Knapp testified further that her 
husband's mother arranged a set of 
signals with him, so that when they 
wanted him to come to the front door, 
or the back door, to talk» to them, 
they knocked a certain way on the 
partition between the flats. 

The plaintiff testified that when she 
asked her mother-in-law why they had 
left @ beautiful home to live in a fiat, 
the reply was: “Oh, we had our own 
object." Sa 

Mrs. Knapp testified that she and 
her husband separated in June, 1910,. 
after his mother, having completely 
succeeded in alienating his affections, 
requested her to leave the fiat. Ac-

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BILL TO LICENSE 
AFROPLANE PLOTS 
UP IN NEW YORK 


Measure Drafted by Aeronautical 
Society Provides for Rigid 
Inspection. 


ALBANY, N. Y., May 11.—The ‘first 
measure respecting aerial regulation 
ever offered in the Legislature of New 


York State is hefore the Senate today. 
Tt provides for a commission of 10 from 
the Aeronautical and Scientific societies 
to pass upon the qualifications of all 
aviators and to inspect and license all 
fiying machines. 

The aviator’s license fee is placed at 
$10, with an additional $25 for each ma- 
chine approved. Half of this amount 
is to go to the State, the rest into a 
fund to defray expenses of the commit- 
tee. 

The bill was drafted under the auspi- 
ces of the Aeronautical Society of New 
York.

Ministers and- Laymen of M. E. 
Churches, South, Not ‘in 
_Complete Harmony. 


DENNY TO STAY AWAY

Pastors at Secret Conference Re- 
ported to Have Advised Pre- 
late Not to Accept. 





Lack’ of unanimity among ministers 
and leading laymen of the M. E. 
church, South, in St. Louis, regarding 
the plan te bring Bishop Collins Den- 
ny to this city, to reside, has caused 
it to be abandoned. Reference to the 


matter was omitted at the annual dis-' 


trict conference, which closed a two- 
days’ session at the Lafayette. Park 
Church, Wednesday afternoon. 

It was reported among the delegates 
at the district conference that the min- 
isters, at a secret meeting in Cente- 
nary Church, last Monday, decided to 
advise the Bishop not to consider fur- 


| ther the plan of residing in St. Louis. 


This was virtually a reversal of the 
previous action of the ministers, who 
a month before extended an invita- 
tion to the Bishop. 

Some of the ministers, who were not 
in favor of the invitation, have since 
complained that supporters of the plan 
went to laymen in their churches 
and tried to get the laymen to 
override the action o@f the pas- 
tors. The chief supporters of the move- 
ment to bring Bishop Denny here are 
said to have been Pastors Hawkins of 
Lafayette Park Church, Copeland of 
Cabanne Church, and Barnes of Wagon- 
er Place Church. 

Former Gov. Lon V. Stevens at one 
time offered to present the Bishop with 
a residence if he would locate here. It 
was understood that only a unanimous 
request would be considered by the 
Bishop and the objections made were 
fatal to the plan.

ISWEEPING. CARS 


WHILE IN SERVICE 
CAUSES PROTEST 


United Railways’ Practice Is De- 
clared a*Menace to Health 
and Clothes. 


TUBERCULOSIS IS FEARED 


Mrs. Esther M. Getz Complains, 
but Capt. McCulloch Says 
_ Matter Is Problem. 


The practice of United Railway con- 
ductors in sweeping cars between trips 
has aroused a protest on the part of 
Mrs. Esther M. Getz of the Colchester 
Apartments, who said Thursday that it 
ig likely to increase tuberculosis. 

The Colchester Apartments are at La- 
clede avenue and King’s highway, near 
the terminus of the Laclede line, and 
Mrs. Getz said that sometimes when 
she gets onto a car the sweeping is not 
completed. Mrs. Getz came to the Post- 
Dispatch office to complain of the prac- 
tice. 

“Often I have to step over a pile of 
dust and rubbish on the rear platform,’’ 
she said, ‘“‘and I find the car still filled 
with dust. It is worse in winter, when 
t™ windows are closed. I’ve asked. the 
conductors about it, and they say the 
road boss has ordered them to sweep 
the car at the end of every other trip. 
Fancy sweepifig a car when it is in use 
by passengers! 

“T have appealed to the St. Louts 
Society for the Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis, ang@ they have written to 
Capt. McCulloch, but he ignores their 
letters. 

‘T am frank to confesg that I am 
thinking as much of my-clohes as 
of my lungs. I wear black always, 
and sometimes *when I get up from a 
seat in a Laclede car, I find my skirt 
covered with dust.” 

President McCulloch of the United 
Railways, saiq there was no set rule 
about sweeping the cars. 

“We do our best to keep them clean 
with the least inconvenience to every- 
body,” he gaid, with some indignation, 
when told of the complaint; “but the 
Great Jehovah knows somebody would 
complain however we do it. If we 
don’t sweep them, somebody com- 
plains, and if we do, somebody com- 
plaina. We can’t please them all. So 
we just go ahead and do the best 
we can.”

Mrs. Helena Bertman and James Barr, 
both of whom have learned to grow 
old gracefully, agree that this. prescrip- 
tion is the elixir of. their youngness 
at 90. They are the oldest residents 
of Jerseyvil'e, and each has lived there 
more than sixty years. Mrs. Bertman 
celebrated™her ninetieth birthday Tues- 
day and Barr, who will bé 90,-Aug. 7, 
was one of those who congratulated 
her. 

Both are active and healthy, and have 
full use of their faculties. Barr tends 
a garden at his home and reads with- 
out glasses. He graduated on his first 
cigar and took a post-graduate course 
with two drinks of whisky. Each made 
him sick, and he has never touched to- 
@bacco nor liquor since. 

Romance on Voyage. 

Mrs. Bertman is a native of Germany, 
and came to the United States in 1847 
on the same ship with Frederick Bert- 
man. They became engaged on the voy- 
age and were married at Boston. After 
umassing a comfortable fortune in a 
general store at Jerseyville, Bertman 
died in 1882, and his widow continued 
to live in Bertman Place, the brick home 
ie had built, which is one of the hand- 
somest in the town. More persons, prob- 
ably, have been entertained there than 
in any: other house in Jersey County. 

Mrs. Bertman’s Christmas trees are 
celebrated through that territory. She 
had the first tree ever known there, 
and made the beeswax candles for it. 
The pioneers traveled for miles just to 
get a look at it, and every Christmas 
since then Mrs. Bertman’s tree has been 
one of the events of the town. 

Mrs. Bertman has four children liv- 
ing. Mrs. N. B. Porter and Fred, Bert- 
mah of Jerseyville; John F. Bertman of 
Rockbridge, and Will Bertman of Alton. 

Three daughters, Mrs. Minnie Buesen 
and Mrs. Zetta Funke of Jerseyville, 
and Mrs. Mary Figgen of Quincy, died 
within the past four years. 

She has 23 grandchildren and 18 great 
grandchildren. All of these will be in 
Jerseyville Sunday to celebrate her 
birthday. ; 
Her Grandson an Actor. 

One of the first telegrams of con- 
gratulation Mrs. Bertman got was from 
a grandson, Louis Casavant, an actor 
of some note, now playing in ‘‘The Red 
Rose” in Philadelphia. 

It must not be assumed that because 
Barr abstains from liquor and tobacco 
he is wholly without bad habits. He 
has one vice—candy. And he is as fond 
of bonbons today as in his boyhood.

AN EXTRAORDINARY SITUATION. 

On Monday, April 10, the Post-Dispatch pub- 
is7s. | lished an editorial under the title, “Know Your 
City.” In it was suggested that the best thing St. 
Louisans, especially contestants for the slogan 
prize, could do is to become thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with St. Louis. 

In. order to write a fitting phrase which 
should win the $250 prize offered by the Post- 
Dispatch, and be of true value to the city, 
the writer should know the city for the adver- 
tising of which the phrase is intended. There 
are some things in St. Louis which visitors 
travel miles to see. There are some things 
here which no visitor would miss. Yet there 
are thousands of men and women in St. Louis 
who have not seen these things. 

If all those who desire to enter the contest 
would make it a point to spend some time 
visiting our institutiens, manufacturing estab- 
lishments and other places of note and inter- 
est, they would find it easier to write the de- 
sired phrase. Such a course would serve to 
acquaint thousands of men and women wit 
the city in which they Hive. It would give 
them some idea of what St. Louis really is. It 
would give. them a glimpse into what St. Louis 
has accomplished and of what it may accom- 
Plish in time. 

The Business Men’s League has practically ap- 
plied this advice to business purposes by organ- 
izing the “Know St. Louis” movement. The league 
has reasoned wisely that if the business men are 
to do effective work in promoting St. Louis in- 
terests and St. Louis growth they must know the 
advantages of St. Louis—they must know its rail- 
road facilities, factories and factory sites. They 
must know what to say to men who are seeking 
opportunities for business of various kinds. 

But there is another form of knowledge of very 
great interest and importance for St. Louis busi- 
ness men. They should know the possibilities of 
St. Louis under the best conditions and they 
should know the conditions that ‘work against 
realizing all the city’s possibilities. They should 
know what the city lacks that can be supplied. 

On the first “Know St. Louis” trip the train 
with 750 St. Louisans on board will pass over the 
Terminal system. Undoubtedly the sightseers 
will recognize the need of more facilities to han- 
dle commerce expeditiously. But, on’the other 
hand, they will see an extraordinary neglected op- 
portunity to increase St. Louis industry and trade. 
Passing up the river front, they will see the only 
river in America that is deliberately made a bar- 
rier to trade. They will look over the stream to 
a thriving city of 58,000 inhabitants surrounded 
by a populous territory which 1s practically sep- 
arated from St. Louis by special imposts on all 
passengers and freight. Within a hundred miles 
of St. Louis several hundred thousand people are 
cut off from close social and commercial relations 
with St. Louis by penalties on trade and travel. 
They cannot trade with the city nor travel in 
and out of it without paying special tolls. There 
is a penalty of 20 cents a ton for bringing coal— 
the necessary of life for industry—into St. Louis. 
Only one street car line runs from the business 
district of St. Louis into any part of that terri- 
tory. This line is of recent construction. The 
railroads charge tolls for crossing the river. The 
constitutional inhibition against interference with 
free trade between the states of the Union is vio- 
lated with respect to commerce between the me- 
tropolis of Missouri and a zone of 100 miles to the 


east.

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ILLINOIS AND ITS GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 

A real deepwater connection between the Great 
Lakes and the Mississippi River has possibilities 
beyond the greatest its advocates have been able 
to reduce to definition. Thése possibilities are at 
least saved from immediate abandonment when 
the Illinois deepwater bill, as it has passed the 
Stdte Senate, provides for an “ultimate” depth of 
1¢ feet. . 

As that minimum depth of water means the 
possibility of free passage for lake vessels through 
Illinois into the Mississippi, it may mean the 
greatest economic advance which can now be 
rationally attributed to any single measure of in- 
ternal improvements. As far as this is clear, it 
is equally clear that the idea of eight feet or any 
depth less than that necessary to make an open 
way between the river and the lakes for the busi- 
ness of both is a surrender rather than a com- 
promise. 

So long as President Taft may feel—as, unfor- 
tunately, he may now feel—that there is a sort of 
treason to the Panama Canal project in giving 
effective aid to this great undertaking, those who 
co-operate from his standpoints in the State work 
to which Illinois is pledged will show the feelings 
and the results to be expected from conscripts. 
Such results mean failure, but the spirit of Illinois 
initiative was the surest pledge of success at the 
beginning. It will be not less surely so to the 
end, if the State does not surrender its own pur- 
poses for lack of self-reliance at a crisis when by 
carrying out the idea to which it is pledged it can 
add a new chapter to the greatest successes in 
world-history.
